As required by law, the books were 
turned over, on the first Monday in July, 
to the Supervisors, then sitting as a 

County Board of Equalization. They 


went through the books and equalized | pan 


the assessment, but did not 
notice tbat the assessments of 
Albert Rowland, Rowland & Lacy, Row- 
land & Foster, H. A. Unruh, E. J. Bald- 
win and the University of Southgrn Cali - 
fornia were not on the books. It is 
deemed strange that either the Assessor 
or the Supervisors should fail to note the 
omission of Baldwin, the largest individ- 
ual tax-payer in the county, whose check 
for taxes last year amounted to $18,000. 
A. Robinson, trustee, pays abeavier tax 
than Baldwin, but it is not for himself, 
The above omitted assessments are said 
to have been put on the books last Mon- 
day, weeks after the Supervisors had flu- 
ished equalizing. The amounts assessed 
f these neglected tax-payers aggregate 
$758,280, which is too big an item to lose 
even in the assessment of so rich a county 
as this. The Assessor claims that the 
omission was a mere oversight. |

The 
defendant denied having used any other 
arms than his hands and feet, and the 
complaint, though stating that the as- 
sault was committed with a deadly weapon, 
fails to show what that deadly weapon 
was.

A ABDOCTION. 


Mexican Rustiers Carry off their 
Benefactor’s Daughter. 


F. L. Watson, a brakemaa on the 8. P. 
B. R., came in from Yuma last night with 
sensational news of an abduction near 
Yuma. About six months ago six Mexi- 


can rustlers“ stole a band of horses near 
Tucson, and escaped. Deputy Bheriff 
Smith, of Yuma, pursued them, but they 
were harbored and helped off by an old 
Mexican, name unknown, who lives 
on a ranch near the Olipp mine, 
’ geventy-five miles north of Yuma. He 
refused food to Smith and his companions, 
and they bad to go home empty-handed. 
About 11 o’clock Thursday morning these 
game six rustlers rewarded the old Mexi- 
can by abducting his 16-year-old dangh- 
ter. An Indian runner came down from 
the ranch to Yuma (seventy-five miles) in 
seyen hours, and brought the news. Two 
es of eight or ten men, commanded 
deputy sheriffe, started at once in 
ert of the abductors, who were, when 
last heard of, making for Sonora.

Ex, Paso, Aug. 13.—Congressmap 
Lanham is in EI Paso, on private busi- 
ness, but he has taken the opportunity 
‘to inform himself thoroughly of all the 
particulars connected with the now 
cel Uutting case. He called 
upon Consul Brigham, and also on the 
prisoner at the jail, and had long con- 
versations with them. Mr. Lanham de- 
plores that the Cutting resolutions were 
introduced in Congress at too short a 
time before adjourument to do anything 
with them. He thinks thatthe Gov- 
erument at Washington, although it 
will do nothing r or precipitate 
still will remain firm in ite demand for the 
surrender of Ou and a subsequent 
indempification to a vy amount, and 
that Secretary Bayard will insist at all 
hazards that American citizens shall 
not be imprisoned any more for what 
they have done on American soil. 
Mr. Lanham is very explicit in stating 
that he is here in nd official ty, 
but it is surmised that he bs been re- 

uested by the State Department at 
Washington to makea careful investi- 


gation and report.

Every editor and every other person who 
writes or prints matter in the United 
States obnoxious to the views of the Mexi- 
can courts, can at any time, when found in 
Mexico be arrested and punished as 
Cutting has been. The person of Outting 
is notinvolved. Surely our Government 
has not made an idle demand. No one 
wants war, and I trust no one Wants 
peace at the expense of national honor 
and the rights of American citizens. The 
only way to avoid waris to be ready for 
it, and show to accept it if it 
must be. Outrages have gone far enough 
and have been numerous enough.

Wasuinoton, Aug. 13.—It is asserted 
at the State Department that there are 
no fresh developments in the Cutting 
affair, and that the attitude of the Gov- 
ernment has not changed in any re- 
8 “This oase, said one official, 
eis the fruit of the natural friction or 
antagonism between the systems of gov- 
ernment of two peoples who differ rad- 
ically in character and customs. The 
position we have taken is based upon 
the assumption that all material facts 
and legal features of the case are as they 
have been set forth iu the ocor- 


respondence and reports already 
made public; bat, in a mat 
ter involving ible warfare, it 


is held to be incumbent on us to make 
snre that there is nothing of importance 
beyond the official information already 
on hand, and to this end the efforts of 
the department are turned. When the 
foundation is once firmly laid, a deci 

sion will have to be made, whether 
whatever differences may be found to 
exist sball be reconciled through further 
efforts of diplomacy, or by war; but in 
no event will this Government assent 
to the doctrine that an American citizen 
can be arrested, tried and punished 
abroad for an offence committed withiu 
our own domain.

AT THE MEXICAN CAPITAL, 


The Mexican View of the Cutting 
Matter. 

Orry or Mextoo. Aug. 13.—The Dia- 
rio, the official government organ, to- 
day contains important documents re- 
garding the Cutting matter including 
the full text of the decision of Judge 
Zubia at Paso del Norte, which shows 
clearly and unmistakably that the court 
held Outting for a crime begun on Mex- 
ican soil, and continued simultaneously 
in - Texas and Mexico. This 
puts a new phase on the case 
as it shows that Judge Zubia regarded 
the case ag one continuous act. 
passing sentence on Cutting the Judge 
said: The basis of the criminal 
ceeding against the defendant was: 
first, the proof before him that he com- 
mitted an offense classed as a crime by 
the law, evidence of which was afforded 
beyond dispute by the publication which 
appeared in EI Centinela, on June 6 last, 
a paper published on Mexican soil; 
secondly, that although it was true 
that there was an act of conciliation 
which would have satisfied the offended 
party had it been complied with, it was 
also true that this act of coaciliation 
was not fulfilled and therefore the 
crime still stands; thirdly, proof of the 
lack of com with this act of cone 
ciliation is found in the communication 
printed by Ot in the El Paso Sun- 
de * —
